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•COLD  STORAGE  REPORT 
AS  OF  FEBRUARY  1 , 1941 

February  1,  1941,  cold  storage  holdings  of  apples  totaled 

22.932.000  bushels,  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  reports. 

This  quantity  is  2,626,000  bushels  more  than  that  reported  a year 
earlier  and  1,067,000  above  the  5-year  (1936-40)  average. 

Creamery  butter  stocks,  totaling  29,894,000  pounds  on 
February  1,  1941,  had  been  reduced  by  11,603,000  pounds  from  Jan-  * 
uary  1.  February  1 holdings  were  still  705,000  pounds  greater. than 
those  on  hand  a year  earlier  but  were  17,304,000  pounds  below  the 
February  1 average. 

The  cut-of-storage  movement  of  frozen  poultry  commenced  dur- 
ing January,  and  February  1 stocks,  totaling  191,648,000  pounds,  in- 
dicated net  withdrawals  during  the  month  of  16,717,000  pounds..  All 
varieties  with  the  exception  of  turkeys  showed  reductions.  The  in- 
crease in  turkey  holdings  was  4,687,000  pounds.  Total  holdings  of 
all  poultry  exceeded  those  of  February  1,-1940,  by  24,686,000  and 
the  average  by  52,101,000  pounds. 

Stocks  of  eggs  were  reduced  to  311,000  cases  of  shell  and 

53.886.000  pounds  of  frozen  egg  meats,  a total  case-equivalent  of 
1,851,000.  This  quantity  is  187,000  cases  above  that  of  February  1, 

1940,  but  96,000  cases  belowr  the  5-year  average. 

Total  frozen  fruits  on  hand  February  1,  1941,  were. 10,813, 000 
pounds  heavier  than  those  of  a year  earlier  and  29,790,000  above  av- 
erage. Frozen  vegetable  stocks  were  2,902,000  pounds  above  those  of 
February  1,  1940. 

Stocks  of  all  frozen  and  cured  meats  continued  to  increase 
during  January.  The  February  1 total  of  952,538,000  pounds  exceeded 
February  1,  1940,  stocks  by  177,270,000  and  the  average  by 

189.258.000  pounds.  Beef  stocks  were  increased  by  nearly  2 million 
pounds  and  pork  stocks  by  about  85  million. 

Stocks  of  lard,  totaling  300,506,000  pounds  on  February  1, 

1941,  indicated  an  increase  during  January  of  13,497,000  pounds. 

February  1 holdings  were  98  million  pounds  in  excess  of  those  of  a 
year  earlier  and  162  million  above  average.  In  addition  to  the  above 
lard  stocks,  nearly  7 million  pounds  of  rendered  pork  fat  were  re- 
ported. 

Space  occupancy  reports  for  213  public  warehouses  indicate 
that  55  percent  of  the  available  net  piling  space  was  occupied  on 
February  1,  1941,  compared  with  60  percent  for  January  1.  The  av- 
erage occupancy  of  coolers  was  46  percent  and  freezers  77  percent 
compared  with  52  and  78  percent,  respectively,  for  January  1.

FRESH  FRUITS 


Stocks  of  apples  in  cold  storage  on  February  1,  1941,  totaled 

22.932.000  bushels.  The  apparent  net  out-of-storage  movement  was 

5.724.000  bushels.  This  compares  with  a similar  movement  during 
January  1940  of  5,892,000  bushels  and  the  5-year  (1936-40)  average 
movement  of  5,300,000  bushels. 

The  Surplus  Marketing  Administration  reported  that  it  held 
no  stocks  on  February  1,  1941. 

FROZEN  FRUITS 

February  1 holdings  of  all  varieties  of  frozen  fruits  and  ber- 
ries totaled  128,153,000  pounds,  indicating  net  withdrawals  during 
January  of  14,391,000  pounds.  A year  earlier  the  out-movement  was 

10.997.000  pounds.  Of  the  total  reported,  24,627,000  were  unclas- 
sified by  variety. 

FROZEN  VEGETABLES 


Total  stocks  of  all  varieties  of  frozen  vegetables  were  reported 
as  70,482,000  pounds.  The  net  out-movement  was  8,022,000  pounds,  which 
compares  with  4,847,000  pounds  withdrawn  from  storage  during  January 
1940.  Of  the  total,  3,839,000  pounds  were  unclassified.

February  1 holdings,  tqtaling  123,266,000  pounds,  exceeded  those  of  a year  earlier  by  28  971  000 
pounds  and  the  average  by  28,825,000.  . r.,  1 . .• 

Egg  holdings  were* down  to  311,000  cases  of  shell  and  53,886,000  pounds  of  frozen  meats  or  V 
a total  case-equivalent  of  1,851,000.  This  latter  quantity  is  187,000  cases  above  that  of  a year 
earlier  but  96,000  cases  below  average.  Included  in  the  figures  for  shell  eggs  are  25,000  cases 
held  by  The  Surplus  Marketing  Administration. 

The  out -of- storage  season  for  frozen  poultry  commenced  in  January,  and  February  1,  1941, 
stocks  of  191,648,000  pounds  indicated  net  withdrawals  of  16,717,000  pounds.  All  varieties  with 
the  exception  of  turkeys  showed  reductions.  The  increase  in  turkey  holdings  for  January  totaled 

4.687.000  pounds.  The  February  1 total  for  all  fr'ozen  poultry  exceeded  February'  1,  1940.  'stocks 

by  24,686,000  pounds  and  the  average  by  52,101,000.  - .....

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MEATS  and  LARD 


The  increase  in  total  stocks  of  frozen  and  cured  meats  during  Jan- 
uary was  about  82p  million  pounds.  Reef  stocks  increased  by  nearly  2 mil- 
lion and  pork  stocks  by  about  85  million  pounds,  but  holdings  of  trimmings 
and  offal  decreased  by  about  3j  million  pounds.  The  total  of  952-J-  million 
pounds  of  all  frozen  and  cured  meats  on  February  1,  1941,  exceeded  the 
February  1,  1940,  holdings  by  177  million  pounds  and  the  February  5-year 
(1936-40)  average  by  189  million  pounds. 

Stocks  of  lard  were  again  increased,  the  increase  during  January 
totaling  about  13-g-  million  pounds.  Stocks  on  February  1 — 300-g-  mil- 
lion — exceeded  those  of  a .year  earlier  by  98  million  pounds  and  the 
average  by  162  million,.  In  addition  to  lard  stocks,  nearly  7 million 
pounds  of  rendered  pork  fat.  was  reported.  Included  in  the  lard  figures 
are  approximately  7 million  pounds  owned  by  The  Surplus  Marketing  Admin- 
istration and  held  in  storage  outside  of  processing  plants.  ' '
